LOS ANGELES, July 21 (AP).

Doctors and nurses were flown 
in to Tehachapi when ambulances 
met slide-blocked roads. The res- 
cue workers included not only 
civilians, mobilized by the Red 
Cross, but rescue crews from Ed- 
wards Air Force base and the 
Navy’s rocket testing base at 
| China Lake. 

Amateur radio operators heard 
by radio station KTRB in Modes- 
to reported the earth rocked con- 
vulsively at Tehachapi and debris 
tumbled into main street in 
thunderous crashes. 

In Sacramento, the state cap- 
ital, State Civil Defense head- 
quarters ordered medical equip- 
ment mobilized to fly into the 
area. 

Tehachapi, with a population of 
about 3000, is on U.S. 466 be- 
tween Bakersfield and Mojave, a 
little mountain town 4000 feet 
high, many of whose residents 
work at the big Monolith port- 
land cement plant nearby. 

Women’s Prison Damaged. 
*It also is the site of the state 
women’s prison, which was re- 
ported so hard hit that most of 
its cluster of two-story buildings 
are. unusable. A call went out 
for tents in which to house the 
327 inmates, including all of 
California’s women convicted of 
felonies. The prisoners were 
panic-stricken but unhurt. 

Sheriff's Capt. F. D. Jones said 
he understood most of the dead 
were in an old brick hotel. The 
town’s residential district was 
damaged, but no deaths were re- 
ported there. 

Cave-ins were reported in at 
least two tunneis in the area, 
used jointly by the Santa Fe and 
Southern Pacific railroads, and all 
travel was blocked. The South- 
ern Pacific’s main line to San 
Francisco, which runs along the 
coast; was not damaged. The San- 
ta Fe said it would move its pas- 
sengers by bus. ;

Glenn Joseph (Cocky) Hager, a’ 
burglar with a quarrelsome na-| 
ture, was found shot to death last 
night in his automobile parked 
in the rear of 2318 Lafayette 
avenue. 

A man who was seen running 
down a nearby alley after two 
loud reports were heard about 
9:15 p.m. was being sought. Miss 
Virlene Long, attendant at the 
United Halls parking lot, and two 
friends said they were seated in 
the rear of 1729 Missouri avenue 
when they heard the reports, 
which sounded “like shots or the 
backfire of an automobile.” 

A moment later, they saw a 
man running east in the alley 
toward Missouri avenue. They 
also saw Hager’s automobile 
parked in the back yard across 
the alley, but paid little atten- 
tion, they said. The man was 
described as 25 or 30 years old, 
about 6 feet tall and slender, 
wearing dark trousers and no hat. 

Auto Blocks Driveway. 

Hager’s body was round shortly 
before midnight wheh Thomas 
Lindsey, returning to his home at 
2318 Lafayette, found /the drive- 
way into the back yard blocked 
by the parked maeline. Hager 
was lying across/the front seat 
of the sedan, his ‘head against the 
right door. He had been shot in 


the left side. / 
In ong compartment of 


the automobile was a clip con- 
taining .45-caliber cartridges. 
There was no weapon in the ma- 
chine, which bore a Welch-for- 
Governor sticker, but in Hager’s 
room at a rooming house in the 
2600 block of St. Vincent avenue 
police found an unloaded, .45-cali- 
ber automatic pistol. They also 
found a rubber devil’s-face mask. 
Had Long Police Record. 

Hager, who was 47 years old, 
had a long police record which in- 
cluded two terms in the Boonville 
reformatory for burglary, two 


and a federal prison sentence for 
stealing from an interstate ship- 
ment. He had a hot temper, and 
had shot and wounded two men. 
When asked his occupation in 
court after a shooting affray in 
1948, he stated he was a “safe bur- 
glar.”

Standing on WSB Report. 

“These companies took no con- 
structive action to avert the srike 
and have now taken destructive 
action to avert settlement by any 
of the major units in the indus- 
try,” the resolution said. 

The committee said the “alli- 
ance should understand that it 
remains the purpose of the union 
to obtain a settlement firmly 
based on the recommendations of 
the Wage Stabilization Board.” 

“This union is the recipient of 
the trust of its members,” the 
committee said. “It will never 
permit a dishonorable betrayal of 
the needs and hopes of the steel- | 
workers.” | 

Murray told a press conference | 
after the closed committee meet- 
ing that the union’s insistence on 
a contract based on WSB recom- 
mendations means the union no 
longer will agree to any form of 
a modified union shop. 

“It would throw out any modi- 
fication of a union shop not in the 
WSB recommendations,” declared 
Murray. 

No Meetings Scheduled. 

He said no further meetings 
have been arranged with indus- 
try and he has not been in touch 
with the White House. 

After a review of the long ne- 
gotiations, which he said twice 
were on the brink of agreement 
only to be blocked by an “unholy” 
industry alliance, Murray de- 
clared: 

“There is no hope of satisfac- 
tory resolution of any of the items 
I have reviewed for you today.” 

He said he had met with in- 
dustry representatives yesterday, 
at the request of President Tru- 
man, but found them “in no mood 
to make a settlement.” 

Murray said the issue standing 
in the way of an end to the 
strike which has made idle more 
than 1,500,000 workers in steel 
and allied industries, was the 
steelmakers refusal to require 
workers to stay in the union, once 
they join. 

The union leader drew a wild 
ovation from the committee mem- 
bers when he heatedly denied 
published reports that he had 
blocked settlement against the 
wishes of other union Officials. 

Murray said that, contrary to 
reports, he personally had author- 
ized the current strike of 23,000 
iron ore workers, who walked out 
simultaneously with the. steel 
workers. He said he had told the 
companies that any agreement in 


them armed with pistols. “Hulen” 
shoved a gun in his side and or- 
dered him to keep quiet, he said.

Although he backs Tennessee 
Senator Estes Kefauver’s bid for 
the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination, Douglas made no mention 
in his text of the wide-open race 
for that prize. 


Quotes G.0O.P. Platform. 


Douglas quoted this from the 
party platform adopted two weeks 
ago by the Republican conven- 
tion: 

“In South Korea, they (the 
present Administration) withdrew 
our occupation troops in the face 
of the aggressive, poised-for-ac- 
tion Communist military strength 
on its northern border. They pub- 
licly announced that Korea was 
'of no concern to us, ... With 
foresight, the Korean war would 
never have happened.” 

Then Douglas said the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff reported in Sep- 
tember 1947 that the United 
States had little strategic interest 
in keeping troops in Korea. He 
added: 

“Now, who do you suppose was 
Chief of Staff of the Army when 
this military advice was given? 

“It was Dwight D. Eisenhower, 
standard bearer of those who now 
charge us with withdrawing our 
troops and bringing on the Ko- 
rean war.” 


Basis of Recommendation. 


Douglas said the Joint Chiefs’ 
recommendation in 1947 was “in 
the light of the severe shortage 
of military manpower” which fol- 
lowed demobilization demands by 
the public and 
both parties.” 

Continuing to tick off names, 
Douglas said Republicans like | 
Gen, Douglas MacArthur, John 
Foster Dulles and retired Gen. 
Albert Wedemeyer held key roles 
in United States actions affect 
ing Korea prior to the outbreak 
of hostilities there. 

Douglas said it was Dulles, 
foreign affairs adviser to the 
G.O.P. platform committee, who 
steered through the United Na- 
tions the United States proposal 
to withdraw troops from Korea. 

MacArthur, who delivered the 
G.O.P, convention's keynote ad- 
dress, assured President Truman 
in early 1949—when MacArthur 
was Far East commander—that 
it would be safe to pull out of 
Korea, Douglas said. 

Wedemeyer, Douglas said, was 
the Army’s plans and operations 
chief when withdrawal began in 
1948. Wedemeyer was active in 
Senator Robert Taft’s unsuccess- 
ful campaign for the G.O.P. 
presidential nomination this year. 


Lays Blame on G.O.P. 

“IT think a review of the facts 
will show that if anyone showed 
a lack of concern for Korea, it 
was the Republican party,” Doug- 
las said. 

Programs to aid Korea—both 
military and economic—failed or 
were cut in Congress, Douglas 
said, because Republicans voted 
against them. 

Douglas said he did not know 
whether foresight could have pre- 
vented the Korea war. If so, he 
added, neither Eisenhower nor 
the Republican party has a record 
of any such foresight.

Object to Government Warn- 
ing That Federal Controls 
End Sept. 30. 


WASHINGTON, July 21 (AP)— 
A Government reminder that com- 
munities must act soon if they 
wish to retain rent controls has 
drawn a quick cry of “pressure” 
from real estate circles. 

Rent Stabilizer Tighe E. Woods 
said yesterday more than 6,000,000 
families face a steep increase in 
rents unless local governments re- 
quest an extension of controls be- 
fore a Sept. 30 deadline. 

' Woods said experience with de- 
control and the current housing 
outlook leads him to believe rents 
‘would jump about 20 per cent on 
higher-priced homes and apart- 
ments and 50 to 100 per cent in 
the lowest brackets if curbs are 
lifted. 

- Paul G. Guthrey, chairman of 
the Realtors’ Washington Commit- 
tee promptly issued a statement 
‘warning against “pressure” from

Washington to get local govern- 
ments to keep controls. 

Guthery said Washington in the 
past has put out “scare forecasts” 


|warning fo “skyrocketing rents, 


mass eviction and civil commo- 
tion” and added: “These calami- 
ties simply have not happened.” 

He said many communities have 
lifted controls, and that few com- 
plaints were received. He said 
in many instances rents did not 
increase at all, and some commu- 
nities actually benefitted “because 
the new freedom brought more 
rental units on the market.” 

Under the new Economic Con- 
trols Law, rent controls will die 
Sept. 30 except (1) in areas de- 
clared to be critical defense hous- 
ing zones, and (2) in communities 
where local governments specific- 
ally request an extension. 

Woods said a survey of 10 pre- 
viously decontroled cities showed 
a 23.1 per cent rent increase. 

Under rent control now are 
about 2300 incorporated communi- 
ties and many more unincorporat- 
e dcommunities and many more 
unincorporated areas in which 
about 53,000,000 persons live. 
These are exclusive of critical de- 
fense housing areas, Woods said. 

So far, only 18 communities 
have requested extension of con- 
trols, he said.

What Might Have Been. 

Truman might well have seized 
the real leadership of this con- 
vention by deciding to organize a 
willy-nilly draft of Gov. Adlai 
Stevenson. But~ Stevenson had 
written the indiscreet letter pre- 
viously reported in this space. 
Matt Connelly and other White 
House allies of the pro-Barkley 
party leaders have been doing 
their efficient best to set the 
President against the Illinois Gov- 
ernor. Truman would not “stick 
his neck out for Stevenson.” 

Truman might also have pre- 

served his own consistency by 
backing Averell Harriman, as, in- 
deed, he was three-quarters com- 
mitted to do. But again, the pro- 
Barkley leaders warned the Presi- 
dent, probably entirely accurately, 
that at least two-thirds of the con-

He had the cour- 
age to circulate a petition in the 
House to get the Taft-Wagner 
housing bill out of the rules 
committee, and finally helped to 
get it passed, 

He has been a leader in back- 
ing the President on foreign af- 
fairs and defense.

PUERTO RICANS SHAVE NAMES 
FOR EASE ON ROLL CALLS 


CHICAGO, July 21 (UP) — The 
Puerto Rican delegation to the 
Democratic convention obviously 
does not intend to provide as 
much merriment as did their col- 
leagues at the recent Republican 
conclave. 

They have provided convention 
officials with a phonetic key to 
Spanish pronunciation. In addi- 
tion, they have shortened their 
names to ease the strain on the 
secretary’s vocal] chords if a roll 
call is demanded. 

For example, the national com- 
mitteewoman from Puerto Rico, 
Mrs. Zoraida Ramirez de Arel- 
lano de Durham, has consented 
to be listed, for roll call pur- 
poses, as plain “Zora Durham.”

A Violation of Primary Law 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Groups of well-meaning but ill-in- 

formed citizens in both the city and 
county of St. Louis are promoting a 
campaign to have voters who intend to 
yote for Eisenhower at the general 
election vote the Democratic ballot in 
the coming primary election to secure 
the nomination of certain Democrats in 
whom they have an interest. 
_ These citizens are not those who 
would intentionally violate the spirit or 
letter of the law, but the results of the 
campaign would be wholly in contra- 
vention to the Missouri statutes. 

The Missouri law is explicit in that 
every person who votes at the primary 
obligates himself to support at the next 
general election the nominees of the 
party whose ballot he votes (Sec. 120- 
460 Revised Statutes of Missouri 1949). 
In other words, if a voter intends to 
Vote for Eisenhower at the election in 
November, he violates the Missouri law 
if he requests and votes a Democratic 
primary ballot. 

The Missouri law goes even further 
in that it provides that any challenger 
at a primary polling place has the right 
to demand that one of the election 
judges require the voter to obligate 
himself by oath to support the -party 
nominees of the ticket he is voting in 
the following election, and if the voter 
refuses. to take the oath he is not al- 
lowed to vote at the primary election 
(Sec. 120-470 Revised Statutes of Mis- 
souri 1949). 

To those who respect our laws ‘and 
that includes all those interested in 
good government) the plan to persuade 
voters to cross party lines at the pri- 
mary election comes with bad grace. 
Those who promote the campaign are 

‘the first to castigate all forms of vote 

fraud and yet they, apparently unknow- 
ingly. themselves encourage a serious 
violation of our election system.

Dowd vs. Dowling’ 


Edward L. Dowd would deserve the Demo- 
cratic nomination for Circuit Attorney on his 
record alone. But the best argument for him is 
the callous nature of his opposition. 

The Callanan-Shenker-Hogan machine is out 
to flatten Dowd. This gang understands that law 
enforeement in St. Louis depends on. both the 
pelice and the Circuit Attorney. They are ma- 
neuvering around both offices. 

Callanan’s crew supports Circuit Attorney 
Thomas E. Dowling. Gov. Smith appointed him 
with the urging of Senator Edward J. ( Jelly- 
roll) Hogan. It was the rawest of raw deals for 
Dowd. He had been running the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office during the long illness of the late 
James W. Griffin. Yet he was passed over in the 
appointment, then demoted, then reduced in pay. 

So Dowd quit, but only to make a fight of it. 
He enteted the campaign against Dowling. And 
the case of Dowd vs. Dowling offers a remark- 
able study in contrasts. 

It was a memorable day for the Circuit Ate 
torney’s office when Dowd was appointed as an 
assistant. He had been an FBI agent during the 
war. As a prosecutor, he made fur fly. He worked 
to reform prosecution methods. He helped re- 
duce the old “bargains in justice’—bargaining 
for guilty pleas in return for reduced sentences. 

Dowd's activity in a slow-moving scene was a 
sight to behold. He got a reputation as a 
“tough” prosecutor. He was. But he told a re- 
porter, “I must be convinced of a man’s guilt, 
else I cannot put my heart in the trial.” So he 
worked for a better probation system. And 
judges praised his trial record. 

Fighting crime was a family tradition with 
him. The son and grandson of policemen, Dowd 
opposed every invasion by organized rackets. 
He drove Pioneer News Service out of business 
when Pioneer was the outlet of the Capone 
mob's gambling wire. Dowd simply had Pio- 
neer’s telegraph service cut off. 

Now. how has his opponent distinguished him- 
self? Dowling’s most notable achievement un- 
doubtedly is his alliance with the ambitious Cal- 
lanan machine. : 

Aside from that, in 1946 Mr. Griffin publicly 
reprimanded Dowling for his prejudicial be- 
havior at a coroner's inquest in the death of a 
Negro. Sheriff Callanan was then coroner. In 
1930. Circuit Attorney Franklin Miller fired 
Dowling as a clerk when Dowling was accused 
of trying to ‘fix’ a bookie case. 

Dowling stands with the machine. Dowd stands 
against it. He stands against efforts to switch on 
a green light for gambling. He has made vigor- 
ous and independent prosecution -his business. 

In the case of Dowd vs. Dowling, St. Louis 
has an elementary choice for effective law en- 
forcement. Edward Dowd should be nominated 
on Aug. 5. 
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One Expressway to Go 

The County Planning Commission has given 
qualified approval to the Ozark and Mark Twain 
expressway routes proposed by the state high- 
way department. Since the city had previously 
approved its portions of the same routes, the 
way appears to be clear for ultimate construc- 
tion of expressways radiating northwest and 
southwest from the downtown district. 

Those expressways will be needed, and they 
cannot be built too soon. But the expressway 
that is needed most of all is one that would 
pierce the most heavily congested areas lying 
directly west of the downtown district. Are the 
county and city going to leave this project on 
dead center without any effort to reconcile .their 
views on where the route should be located? 

The city wants to run the western route north 
of Forest Park: the county objects to running 
it through University City and Clayton, and sug- 
gests a line that would come through the city 
south of Forest Park. It is not surprising that 
there should be a difference of opinion. But it 
would be unforgivable if no effort were made 
to reconcile the differences. Both city and coun- 
ty have acute need for an expressway to the 
west. They cannot afford to let the project die. 
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All Is Well... 


President Truman’s economic report preceded 
the Democratic convention by two days, and 
glawed like the hot sun over Chicago. 

The President saw a prospect of raising 
national production even beyond the present 
huge rate and of adding 4,000,000 more jobs. He 
said real income has gone up in spite of taxes 
and inflation, The only dark part of the picture 
concerned the 50 days of the steel strike.

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Uniform Test for Lawyers 

If you wish to consult a doctor or employ an 
accountant anywhere in the United States, you 
can make reasonably sure of his competence by 
ascertaining whether he has passed the standard 
national examinations administered by his pro- 
fession. Not so if you seek a lawyer. The profes- 
sion has no standard test of qualifications, and 
state tests vary as widely as state divorce laws. 

In California, for example, a candidate for 
admission to the bar need not have gone to any 
school at all. This despite the fact that Califor- 
nia requires an applicant for a barber's license 
to show that he has spent at least 1000 hours in 
a barber college. What makes this problem of 
diverse standards for the legal profession even 
more serious is that most states admit lawyers 
from other states as a matter of reciprocity. 
While the practice is not as common as it once 
was, a goodly number of lawyers still migrate 
each year from low-standards states to high- 
standards states. 
- The American Bar Association convention in 
San Francisco in September is going to be asked 
to take corrective measures. The results of a 
painstaking, two-year study of the profession will 
be placed before it with definite, recommenda- 
tions for action. These include a standard bar 
examination to be administered on a national 
basis. This is not intended to replace-specialized 
state examinations in state law, but it is in- 
tended to provide uniformy measurement of gen- 
eral qualifications. ° | 

The association also will be urged to ask states 
to insist on at least three years of legal educa- 
tion, and to refuse to accept private reading, 
correspondence school study or law office train- 
ing as substitutes. The report also urges that 
states be asked to ignore political consideration 


’ 
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in the selection of bar examiners, and to check 
more closely on the character of applicants for 
admission to the bar. 

No doubt, there will be some protests against 
“making it too hard to be a lawyer.” Such pro- 
tests are always heard when professional stand- 
ards are raised. But it needs to be remembered 
that adequate standards are not primarily for 
the protection of a profession, but rather for 
those it serves. It is time.for the law to eut its 
last ties with the days when a young man needed 
only ;to present himself—and a box of cigars— 
to a friendly judge to be welcomed as a full- 
fledged attorney.,

to represent the state in Congress? 

Perhaps the most distinguished statesmen 
Missouri has ever pfoduced were “immigrants.” 
At random, we cite the famous Thomas Hart 
Benton, who was born in North Carolina and 
dabbled rather deeply in Tennessee politics be- 
fore moving to St. Louis and going from here to 
the United States Senate. An equally distin- 
guished Missouri Senator was Carl Schurz. And 
he was born near Cologne in Germany. Anoth- 
er outstanding figure—and a more recent one— 
in Missouri history is that of Gov. Joseph W. 
Folk, who was born in Tennessee. 

There is not much point in extending the list. 
Just about every native-born Missourian has 
friends, neighbors and acquaintances who were 
born in other states or even other countries, 
but they are not regarded as second-class Mis- 
sourians. The accident of birth neither qualifies 
nor disqualifies a man for the Senate. 

What is important is his record of experience, 
intelligence and integrity and his opinions on 
the major issues of the times. Mr. Symington 
has been addressing himself to those issues: He 
has been telling Missouri voters what thev want 
to know from a man who is asking the privilege 
of representing them on Capitol Hill. 
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Senate Rules at Chicago 

Whatever the Democratic convention may re- 
solve on civil rights, the resolution probably 
cannot be made effective in Congress without a 
change in the Senate rules. The civil rights 
struggle, therefore, is closely tied up with Sena- 
tor Lehman's proposal that the Democratic plat- 
form come out for a change in the rules. 

The 1948 platform on civil rights was never 
carried into effect because when an FEPC 
resolution was introduced in the Senate in 1949 
it never came to the floor for debate. When a 
motion to take it up came before the Senate, the 
Southerners opened a filibuster. 

An effort to break the filibuster was made by 
the Administration Democrats through a motion 
to close the debate. Vice-President Barkley, re- 
versing a previous ruling of the late Senator 
Vandenberg, held that cloture could be applied 
under the rules. But the Senate overturned his 
ruling by a vote of 46 to 41. 

In effect. the Senate held that debate could 
be limited only on a “pending measure.” not on 
a motion to take up a measure. This, of course, 
left the door wide open for filibusters. 

» Ultimately the 1949 dispute was resolved by a 
so-called compromise rule, supported by most of 
the Republicans and the Southern Democrats. 
Under this rule,.debate can be closed at any 
stage of any legislation, but only by a two thirds 
vote. And changes in the rules are excepted; de- 
bate on them is unlimited. 

The net effect of the new rule is very like 
that of the old. Since the Southerners can almost 
invariably muster a one-third vote against clo- 
ture, they have the power to defeat civil rights 
legislation or any other legislation by filibuster- 
ing to prevent it from coming to a vote. 

The only completely democratic rule would be 
one which permitted a simple majority to end 
debate at any time on anything. Senator Leh- 
man does not ask that much. He asks that two 
thirds be enabled to invoke cloture difring the 
first 20 days of debate and a majority thereafter. 

If the Democratic convention is in favor of 
truly Democratic Senate rules, it will adopt the 
Lehman plank. But we are not going to hold 
our breath until it does. 
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Up to the Aldermen 

It is good to see that Dr. J. Earl Smith. the 
city health commissioner, is still pushing hard 
for fluoridatign of the St. Louis water supply.

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Shakedown in Jefferson County ? 

A serious charge has been raised against the 
assessor of Jefferson county, our neighbor to the 
south. Assessor Martin Burgess is accused of at- 
tempting to obtain $3500 from Pittsburgh Plate 
Glass Co. of Crystal City by promising not to 
increase the assessed valuation of its property. 


This is not the first time Mr. Burgess has 
found himself in an unfavorablé light. Little 
more than a year ago he and three other county 
officials were scathingly criticized by a grand 
jury in connection with wide-open gambling at 
Imperial and Ten Brook. He is now seeking re- 
nomination in the Democratic primary. 

Of the latest charge, Mr. Burgess says he and 
his accusers, the secretary of the glass company 
and an official of the Crystal City Chamber of 
Commerce, were on “a big drunken party” on 
the day of the alleged solicitation. “If I asked 
for $3500,” he reports, “I don't remember it.” 

Mr. Burgess must be presumed innocent. but 
his memory -deserves to be refreshed. The tax 
matter is to be presentei to the State Tax Com- 
mission at Jefferson City. That should be only a 
beginning. It ought to be worth an inquiry by 
the county prosecuting attorney and by the 
grand jury. |

The time has come for the American 
people to look at what is happening to 
us because of the numerous and novel 
types of suppression that are now in op- 
eration. 

What is being done to human beings in 
the name of national safety? What kind 
of human beings are doing it? Do they 
behave in ways we like or are they depart- 
ing from American habits of kindness, 
fairness, and common sense? All this is 
the sort of thing we need to look at. 

I am disturbed by the growing inclina- 
tion to turn spies into heroes. One of 
the earliest lessons 
learned by children 
is that tale-bearing 
is a dirty business. 

No doubt there are 
several long - recog- 
nized crimes harmful 
to the community, 
like counterfeiting, 
where _ conviction 
would often be hard 
to obtain without 
stoolpigeons an d 
spies. Here the need 
for the betrayer's 
evidence is great 
enough to outweigh 
the evils of spies. 

But when one is 
considering a novel crime, it is a question 
whether the game is worth the candle. 
The use by emplovers of spies in labor 
unions. shows what can happen. And 
when it comes to political crimes, histo- 
rians of the Popish Plot and sedition laws 
in England during the’ French Revolution 
have demonstrated that spies were a black 
blot on such affairs.

Hence it is disquieting 
to read the evidence against the 11 Com- 
munists in New York two years ago by 
at least three spies, working under the 
direction of the FBI, who joined the Com- 
munist party and served on its recruiting 
committees. 


Thus these government employes were 


_actively inducing American citizens to be- 


‘ 


come members of a conspiracy against the 
United States. 


A still\more pervasive evil of spies is 
the breakdown of confidence in social and 
family life. Intercourse is poisoned if one 
never knows whether his fellow guest at 
dinner, is going to report his casual state- 
ments to the secret police. One would 
suppose we had heard enough of what 
went on in Germany under the Nazis or 


what goes on in Russia today to abjure 
this kind of thing. 


The worst spy of all is the renegade. He 
has already double-crossed the community 
by engaging in wrongdoing and then’ dov- 
ble-crossed his associates by deserting 
them and helping te punish them. After 
such an experience, truth-telling does not 
come naturally. 


The renegade has to make a good story 
in order to obtain immunity for his own 
admitted misconduct. Hence there is a 
great temptation to exaggerate or falsify 
the behavior of his former associates. And 
since it is often his word against theirs, 
he has magnificent opportunities for grati- 
fying personal spites. 


Danger of False Witness 


This is not to say that spies as witnesses 
against men accused of political crimes 
will tell nothing in court except lies. Un- 
doubtedly, some of them. will trv to tell 
the truth during their whole testimony 
while others will mix a good deal of truth 
with “falsehoods. But there is a much 
greater risk of false testimony from spies 
than from ordinary men. 


Every witness, no matter how honest. 
naturally wants to make a good case for 
his own side. But this desire is affected 
by several factors. Truthfulness is a 
requisite of most normal occupations from 
bookkeeping to the practice of medicine. 
An ingrained habit of telling the truth 
is carried onto the witness stand. And the 
ordinary witness knows that his lack of 
veracity may be detected when he testifies, 
as he usually does, about matters which 
are capable of proof or on which he can 
be contradicted by disinterested eyewit- 
nesses. 


A Jekyll-Hyde Story 


But when spies appear in court, such 
¢hecks operate in a much weaker way. The 
very nature of a spy’s work requires lying. 
He has to deceive his associates into think- 
ing him one of themselves. The longer he 
spies, the greater the tendency for the 
boundary between truth and falsehood to 
be blurred. One can never be sure that 
Dr. Jekyll has not changed into Mr. Hyde. 

The trouble is not that you can be sure 
a spy is lying. The trouble is you cannot 
be sure he is telling the truth. The risk 
of false testimony is tremendously in- 
creased. 

Therefore. the fact that it fs hard to 
obtain convictions for political crimes 
without the use of spies is not an argu- 
ment for using spies. It is an argument 
against having political crimes.

DETROIT, July 21 (AP)—Mrs. 
Marianna Von Moltke, the Ger- 
man conutess and former Ameri- 
can professor’s wife charged with 
World War II spying, surren- 
dered today to serve the rest of 
her prison term. 

In giving up to federal author- 
ities Mrs. Von Moltke quit a fight 
of nine years in the courts. 

Mrs. Von Moltke, 54 years old, 
was sentenced to four years in 
prison. She already has spent 16 
months in the pre-trial detention 
-and another 31 months after her 
sentencing. She twice appealed 
to the Supreme Court to have 
her sentence rescinded, maintain- 
that she did not understand 

the significance of her action in 
pleading guilty to espionage in 

1943.

One cup diced cooked chicken, 
one-fourth cup mayonnaise, one- 
half teaspoon salt, two tablespoons 
diced pimiento, two tablespoons 
chopped parsley, one-half cup 
corn meal, one cup sifted flour, 
two teaspoons baking powder, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one-fourth 
cup shortening, two-thirds cup 
milk.

Facts on Soda Pop 


By Glen R. Shepherd, M.D. 


HE heat this summer is boosting consumption of soda pop 
T to a new high. Many people wonder whether soda pop is 
harmful—whether they should cut down on drinking it. 

Most soda pop is simply carbonated water, with sugar, 
flavoring and color added. Since none of these ingredients 
are harmful separately, to healthy people, they aren’t harmful 
combined as soda pop, either. 

However, when soda pop is drunk immediately before a 
meal, it may lessen appetites, especially in children. Then it 
is indirectly harmful by cutting down the eating of such good, 
nourishing food as meat, vegetables, fresh fruits, and milk.

COLA SODA POPS have caffeine as an additional active 
ingredient. It is also found in coffee. There is about one- 
fourth to one-half as much caffeine in a six-ounce cola as in 
one cup of coffee. The cola caffeine is made from tea. 

In moderate amounts, caffeine is not a poison. If it were, 
then China, Great Britain, and the United States would have 
been depopulated long ago. Caffeine is destroyed rapidly in 
the body. Not a bit remains two hours or less after drinking it. 

It does have a stimulating action on the nervous system of 
many persons. Small children show more of this effect than 
adults. They are better able to settle down for the night if 
they don’t drink cola or coffee during the evening. 

Carbonated beverages may be barred for people with pep- 
tic ulcer or certain other intestinal diseases because these 
drinks stimulate acid production in the stomach. Diabetics 
usually don’t drink pop because of the*free sugar. Overweight 
people shouldn’t drink pop because each small (642-0z.) bottle 
has about the same food value as a slice of bread.

AND WHEN YOU WONDERED whether soda pop were 
harmful, did you even wonder where and when it originated? 

The history of soda pop began with a Philadelphia doctor 
early in the nineteenth century. He had the odd name of 
Dr. Philip Syng Physick. He had been readingeabout Priest- 
ley’s experiments in producing carbonated water using the 
then recently-discovered carbon dioxide gas under pressure. 

So Dr. Physick talked a chemist named Townsend Speak- 
man into making carbonated water for his patients. (In Eu- 
rope, carbonated water had been made by Paul at Geneva in 
1790 and by Schweppe of London a little later.) 

Speakman furnished the doctor with his carbonated 
water. He then had the further inspiration which led to the 
soft-drink industry in the United States. Speakman simply 
added fruit juice as a flavor to the soda water. Presto, he 
had soda pop. Now it’s made by hundreds of companies and 
sold all over the world.

VEN as you and I, the experts 
E at the Condor Film Co. were 

puzzled as to why some of 
their films hadn’t turned out 
satisfactorily. The cause of fail- 
ure, when finally tracked down. 
was of a distinctly contemporary 
nature. It seems that the film 
was packaged in cardboard con- 
tainers. River water is used in 
the manufacture of the contain- 
ers, and the river water had been 
contaminated by rain water, 
which, in turn, had come from 
clouds which had moved over one 
of the test atomic explosions. The 
negatives had been exposed to 
radioactivity. 

The mystery of the radioactive 
film is only one of the unique 
problems encountered by the six- 
month-old St. Louis motion pic- 
ture firm, headed by Arthur E. 
Wright Jr. and Bradford Whit- 
ney. In the course of their first 
half year of making films for 
television and industry, the two 
young men have received an gdu- 
cation in how to ride the caboose 
of a freight train, how to sell 
linens at a department ‘store, how 
to pour beer telegenically, and 
how to behave at a Girl Scout 
camp. 

Producers Wright and Whitney 


have made films for 30 clients 
since Condor opened its doors at 
1006 Olive street last January, 
and they can testify that there is 
much more to the making of 
movies than the ability to say, 
“Lights-action-camera.” 

For instance, in the course of 
planning a 30-minute color film 
on the Wabash Railroad, Wright 
and Whitney spent a month do- 
ing research, traveled an esti- 
mated 5000 miles around the rail- 
road’s route from Buffalo, N.Y., 
to Omaha and Kansas City, rid- 
ing in locomotive cabs, and atop 
freight trains. 

“I think I know every tie on 
the line,” Wright observes. 

Whitney almost came into clos- 
er contact with railroad ties one 
day as he rode along on a 108-car 
freight. 

“You don’t realize until you ride 
a freight train, how much slack 
there is between the couplers,” 
Wright explained. “When a stop 
is made, this slack is taken up, 
car by car, and literally snaps the 
train. Brad was riding in the 
cupola of the caboose when the 
slack was taken up at one stop on 
top of a hill and,he was almost 
thrown off the train. Experienced 
rairoad men hear it coming and 
hold on; after that, we did, too.” 

Currently the company is work- 
ing on a less active but equally 
complex assignment, shooting 
scenes for an educational film 
about Community Chest agencies. 
Portions of this motion picture 
were filmed at the Post-Dispatch, 
in the city room and Everyday 
Magazine offices. The story of the 
film tells how a reporter is given 
an assignment to write a feature 
story about the Community Chest, 
an assignment which he views 
with some distaste. (There is no 
resemblance, real or fancied, to 
any reporters here, of course.) 
When he visits the agencies, his 
apathy rightly turns to enthusi- 
asm. 

Three crew members, director 
Brad Whitney, and two actors, 
“reporter” Charles Flynn and “‘ed- 
itor” Alan Lee, worked on this 
location shot. Flynn, incidentally, 
was the radio Jack Armstrong for 
many years and is the Super Cir- 
cus commercial announcer. Lee 
was motion picture director for 
Sears - Roebuck before joining 
Condor recently. 

During the shooting of sound 
sequences, eight people are used 
on the technical work; in addi- 
tion to the cameraman, assistant 
cameraman, stagehand, and direc- 
tor, there is a sound engineer, as- 
sistant sound engineer, script boy 
or girl, and. a prop boy. The 
Chest film will be one-third “lip- 
sync,” which means dialogue will 
be synchronized with action, and 
two-thirds narration, as the re- 
porter describes his tour of the 
agencies. The film will be com- 
pleted Sept. 15 and will be shown 
on television, in most of the thea- 
ters in the area, and will be avail- 
able, free, for showing at 
churches, clubs, and civic groups. 

Wright and Whitney have 
found that many of their adver- 
tising films are being used as spe- 
cial short subjects, especially at 
neighborhood theaters, where 
managers are eager to turn an 
honest penny in these lean days. 
But most of their films are made 
for television or other commercial 
use. It was the growing demand 


for such films that led Wright, a, 


former advertising man, and 
Whitney, former director of the 
St. Louis Community Playhouse 
and talent supervisor for KSD-TV 
to set up their organization. 
“While I was at KSD-TV,” 
Whitney recalls, “I saw films that 
had been made in other cities and 
it seemed to me that films were 
the future of TV. Everything 
seemed to be going to film.” 
Much of the boom in the non- 
Hollywood motion picture field, 
Wright and Whitney point out,

to the success of the 
sound motion picture training 
program in World War II. There 
has been a 500 per cent increase 
in the use of industrial films dur- 
ing the past five years, and many 
of them have been notable popu- 
lar successes. ne produced by 
the Aluminum Company of Amer- 
ica, for example, has been seen 
by four million more _ persons 
than saw “Gone With the Wind.” 
Indicative of the size to ‘which 
commercial film companies have 
grown is a firm in St. Paul, Minn., 
with 107 employes, one in Kansas 
City, Mo., with its own six-story 
building. Television is ¢continu- 
ing to increase the demand for 
commercial films still more. As 
Whitney explains: 

“Advertisers must pay well for 
time on television and they are 
more and more insisting that the 
programs and the advertising be 
smooth, polished performances 
without the ‘fluffs’ and mistakes 
inherent on live shows and in live 
demonstrations.” 

-_ * * 

EW people realize the work 

that goes into achieving the 

perfection demanded of films. 

“Time is our biggest problem,” 
Wright says. “We think we're 
lucky if we can complete as much 
as two minutes running time a 
day, working eight or 10 hours. 
Camera work is only about 10 per 
cent of the job; the other 90 per 
cent is getting ready, adding 
sound, editing. We shoot a ratio 
of three to four times as much 
footage as we need and ‘it takes 
three to four times as long to 
edit as to photograph. 

“The technique of recording a 
sound film is interesting. A lot 
of people think there’s a micro- 
phone hooked onto the camera 
and it all goes into one box. That 
isn’t the case at all. The sound 
is recorded on separate equip- 
ment and the two are married— 
that’s actually the expression used 
-——-and synchronized. On a good 
film, the composite print is a 
pretty painstaking job.”

vere problem,” and there are al- 
ways problems of costuming, 
make-up, and lighting to cope 
with in making color films.

When Condor opened its doors, 
it was besieged by fond mamas 
with prodigies, and all variations 
of amateur and professional ac- 
tors. They now have a talent file 
of 400 names and fill most acting 
needs locally. 


On Condor’s staff, in addition 
to Wright and Whitney, is Gus 
G. Kindervater, who was the re- 
tired vice president in charge of 
sales for Anheuser-Busch, and is 
affectionately termed the “elder 
statesman” of the firm. 

The firm’s building was reno- 
vated to fit Condor’s needs, and 
decorated with spch things as 
video-motif wallpaper and Eames 
chairs.

Fix It Yourself 


Sticking Doors. 

HERE are a lot of good ways 
T to tell when it’s summer but 
one of the most reliable is 
when doors that ordinarily work 
fine start sticking. This is a sure 
sign that the weather is warm 
and moist because if the wood 
in jhe door hadn’t absorbed 
moisture and swelled, the door 

would never stick. 
The usual cure for this condi- 
tion is to take a plane and remove 
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By Jo Fischer 
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a sufficient amount of wood from 
the edge of the door so that it 
no longer sticks. This is fine and 
dandy in summer but when the 
door shrinks back there is going 
to be a problem. 

It’s better to try and find some 
less drastic solution. If the stick- 
ing doesn’t amount to much, take 
some paraffin and rub it along 
the edge of the door where it 
sticks. This acts as a lubricant 
and if the condition is not too 
severe it will work. Another idea 
is to take sandpaper and sand 
away some of the accumulated 
paint along the sticking edge. 
Five or six coats of paint can add 
a good deal to the thickness and 
if just a few are removed the 
door may work again. 

Only as a last resort should you 
turn to a plane and if you do 
plane, take it very easy. Remove 
just enough wood so that the door 
can be opened and closed after 
the edge has been coated with 
varnish or paint and lubricated 
with wax. Remove wood only 
where the actual sticking occurs, 
not all over. 

You'll find it a lot easier when 
planing to remove the door and 
plane the hinge edge rather than 
to remove the lock and latch so 
that the front edge can be shaved 
down.

West had had his fingers on 
the heart jack as his opening 
lead, but when he heard his part- 
ner double six spades, he quickly 
moved them to his top diamond. 
The consequence was, of course, 
that declarer found himself down 
a trick before he could draw a 
deep breath. 

It is a very good bet that the 


. slam would have been scored if 


North had been more discreet in 
the auction. There was no point 
in even mentioning the diamond 
suit; from the moment North 
heard his partner’s spade open- 
ing, it should have been a fore- 
gone conclusion that the com- 
bined hands should land at a 
spade contract. Thus, North 
should have made direct use of 
Blackwood to determine just how 
far he could go in spades. (It was 
quite possible, of course, that 
South had opened on something 
like five or six spades headed by 
A-Q-J with the K-Q of clubs on 
the side: then, discovering that 
two aces were lacking, North 
would have to settle for a mere 
game.) 

The great flaw with North's 
method of bidding the slam was 
that it gave East the opportunity 
for a lead-directing double. True, 
quite true, East was running a 
substantial risk in doubling and 
thus calling for a lead of the 
only side-suit which had been 
bid—South’s five-heart bid was 
not a_ suit-bid but merely an 
artificial response—but East felt, 
with reason, that the situation 
justified desperate measures, and 
that it was better to risk a re- 
double than to let West make a 
blind lead which would probably 
be fatal.

One Out of 20 
Arthritic Cases 
ls From Gout 


By Glen Shepherd, M.D. 


OUT isn’t a rare disease. You 
just don’t hear as much about 
it as you used to. About one 
case of arthritis in 20 admitted 
to American clinics is from gout. 

It is one of the most excrutiat- 
ingly painful afflictions man has. 
Hippocrates mentioned it, but the 
most vivid description was writ- 
ten by one of its victims, Dr. 
Thomas Sydenham, in 1683. The 
gout suffered by kings, princes, 
earls and barons gave a smug 
satisfaction to serfs of the Mid- 
die Ages. It was one of the pen- 
alties that nobility paid for feast- 
ing at the banquet table. 

ee eet 

AMERICANS today eat better 
than even the nobility could in 
the Middle Ages. Thus gout at- 
tacks aren't confined to bankers, 
Supreme Court justices, and oth- 
er eminent people. In America, 
anyone can have gout. 

It still tends to attack the fat, 
beefy, red-faced man, although at- 
tacks in thin people are not un- 
known. Just why 20 cases oc- 
cur in men for every case in a 
woman is not known, either. 

Contrary to popular belief, gout 
doesn’t strike only at the big toe. 
In only about two-thirds of gout 
cases is the foot involved. The 
rest of its sufferers have a gouty 
ankle, knee, elbow, or wrist and 
hand. 

* * * 

FOOD ORGIES, unusual physi- 
¢al stress or strain, or certain oth- 
er unusual events tend to bring 
on the first acute gouty attack. 
The sufferer, previously healthy, 
awakens in the night with severe 
pain that becomes unbearably 
worse until about daybreak, when 
it suddenly goes away or becomes 
much less painful. The first at- 
tack lasts about a week, or some- 
times several weeks. The second 
attack may not come on for a 
year. Gradually, the attacks be- 
come more frequent. 

For some unknown reason, only 
people past 30 have gout, so all 
you youngsters can relax at the 
festive board. The basic cause of 
the disease isn’t completely 
known. 

Gout is now considered one of 
the metabolic diseases rather 
than just an arthritis. Changes 
in blood chemistry and urine com- 
position are a part of gout. Joint 
arthritis is just one of its at- 
tributes, although it is the one 
that wakes people up screaming 
in the night. In gout, unlike 
-other kinds of arthritis, joints can 
completely recover from an at- 
tack. 

& i .* 


Treatment is usually, 
not always,,effective. It involves 
diagnosis by your doctor, certain 
drugs, a diet low in purines, total 
ahgtinence from liquors and wines, 
and absolute rest of the painful 
joint. 

ACTH sometimes gives surpris- 
ingly quick relief of pain. When 
used, ACTH is given only tem- 
porarily until another drug has 
time to act. Tablets of this older 
drug cause increased body output 
of certain chemicals associated 
with the acute attack of gout and 
thus strike. closer to the metabo- 
lic basis of the disease. 


Eliminating purine - forming 
foods from the. diet as much as 
possible tends to lessen the fre- 
quency of gout attacks in those 
who have had one. The worst of- 
fenders are meat, fish and fowl. 
Among meats the worst are 
sweetbreads, kidneys, liver and 
brains, sardines, h . ane 
chovies, pike, cod, perch, squab 
and turkey. Soups made from 
meat stocks (as most are) should 
also be avoided. In order £0 TL en (CLOSED SUNDAYS) | 
maintain essential protein intake, 
more cottage cheese, milk, “ao 
eggs (especially egg-white) must 
be eaten.
